costs 1,000 roubles.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE IN 
URUGUAY PROPOSED 


MONTEVIDEO, Au g. 
17 —Presi 
dent Bru m has sent the Uru gu ayan! 
Congress a bill providing su ffrage! 
for women and all other legal rights, 
held by men. 
The project has met with the ap­ 
proval of influ ential grou ps in Con-1 
gress and it seems to be assu red of j 
su ccess. 
Passage of the bill will 
give Uru gu ay the distinction of be­ 
ing the first Sou th American nation 
to grant women equ al rights. 


A copy of what H. C. McKenzie, 
taxation au thority for the American 
Farm Bu reau Federation, has to say 
concerning congress and tax revis­ 
ion, has been received at the Farm 
Bu reau office here. The statem ent 
follows: 
“Little by little the tax situ ation 
is clearing u p. The general sales or 
tu rnover 
tax is definitely 
beaten. 
When 1 appeared before the Ways 
and Means committee of the Hou se 
on Ju ly 26, Chairman Fordney said: 
‘You need not consu me any 
time 
argu ing against a sales tax—there 
is no one on the committee inxfavor 
of su ch a tax.’ 
“From what I was able to gather 
before my appearance, what 
they 
proposed to do was to repeal the 
excess profits tax and redu ce the 
higher su rtax brack ets so that the 
maximu m tax on individu als wou ld 
not exceed 40 per cent—this wou ld 
mean the loss of $600,000,000. The 
chief benefit from this action wou ld 
be to enable wealthy men to k eep 
the secu rities of high earning pow­ 
er which they still hold, and which 
are taxable, instead of selling them 
and bu ying tax-free secu rities. The 
only definite proposal for mak ing 
u p any part of the loss In revenu e 
was to increase the flat tax on cor­ 
porations from 10 to 15 per cent; 
this wou ld mak e u p only a part of 
the loss. 
The 
encou raging 
thing 
abou t the situ ation as it stood when 
the hearings were opened was that 
apparently the effort to shift 
the 
bu rden of taxation froi 
income to 
consu mption had 
definitely Jailed. 
The hearings still fu rther u nsettled 
the program. 
“The Farm Bu reau ’s argu ment be­ 
fore the Ways and Means commit­ 
tee and before the Agricu ltu ral Joint 
committee that there was no ju stice 
in relieving corporations with large 
earnings of their excess profits tax, 
nor in relieving wealthy individu als 
of the higher su rtaxes, nor in k eep­ 
ing the transportation tax, 
which 
affects all the people and which is 
doing more than any other one to 
retard 
the 
retu rn of 
prosperity, 
seems to have borne fru it, as it was 
reported that there were more than 
one hu ndred 
Repu blicans 
who re­ 
fu sed to go along any fu rther in 
this program. 
“It is dou btfu l whether the gov­ 
ernment can afford to redu ce any of 
the taxes, bu t wben it can it shou ld 
begin with the taxes that affect all 
the people, and not with those that 
will only relieve the wealthy and 
the most 
prosperou s corporations. 
The Repu blican leaders are going to 
appeal to the president, as the lead­ 
er of the party, to force the recal­ 
citrant members into line, as it does 
not seem possible to carry ou t the 
program otherwise. 
“It is the du ty of the agricu ltu ral 
popu lation to convince the president 
that they look to him to see that 
when taxes can be redu ced the be­ 
ginning shou ld be made with those 
tax redu ctions that will do the great­ 
est good to the greatest nu mber. 
The effort to convince congress and 
the people that ‘all ou r domestic 
taxes are eventu ally 
passed on to 
the u ltimate 
consu mer’ has stu m­ 
bled over the $16,000,000,000 worth 
of tax-free secu rities and the eager­ 
ness of the corporations for the re­ 
peal of the excess profits tax. The 
tru th is becoming apparent to the 
people generally. If the people will 
let their 
congressmen 
k now how 
they feel, the su rtaxes will not be 
lowered and the excess profits tax 
will not be repealed.”

SQUARENESS IN SPORT 


The verdict of the Chicago jury, acquitting the 


White Sox players in spite of their own confessions of 
guilt, is incomprehensible except from a purely legal­ 
istic point of view. 
W'hat the verdict really means is 


not that the jury does not believe the accused players 
conspired to **throw ’ the world s series games in 1919, 
but that the jury does not find such conspiracy a 
criminal offense under existing laws. 
Perhaps the sport-loving public is more sensitive 


than the law. 
At any rate, sport itself is on a higher 


plane than legal statutes and court procedure. Accord­ 
ingly Judge Landis, arbiter of baseball, won wide­ 
spread approval when he announced that 
regardless 


of the verdict of juries, no player that throws a ball 
game, no player that entertains proposals or promises 
to throw a game, no player that sits in a conference 
with a bunch of crooked players and gamblers where 
the ways and means of throwing games are discussed, 
and does_^ not promptly tell his club about it, will ever 
play professional baseball again. 
Here is a remarkable demonstration that sport 


has a cleaner code of ethics than law. 
Courts may 


acquit crooked players, but they are not acquitted by 
informal tribunals administering sporting law, nor by 
the higher tribunal o( public sentiment. 
There is a tendency sometimes on the part of 


“ highbrows” to scoff at the intense interest in sports 
which prevails in America and England and is reflect­ 
ed in the large space given to sporting affairs in the 
newspapers. 
What supercilious critics overlook is the 


fact that sports, amateur and professional, as con­ 
ducted in Anglo-Saxon countries, constitute one of the 
biggest and most wholesome influences for justice and 
morality found in any department of human life. 


Incidentally, it may be remarked that if the Illi­ 
nois state laws do not make a conspiracy to throw a 
baseball series a crime, it has an opportunity to make 
a statute that will meet with general approval.

It came when 
no violent storm was raging—when the elements were 
propitious for a safe voyage. 
A thick fog hung over 
the course of the Alaska, it is true. 
But cautious 
navigators rob fogs of their terror by extraordinary 
precautions. Going full speed in a fog is not prudent 
navigation. 
This admission of a responsible officer 
of the Alaska is startling. 
Inquiry should determine 
whether or not this admission is correct and whether 
or not it is the practice of navigators along this 
coast to speed in fogs— whether or not masters of 
vessels have orders to make speed regardless of at­ 
mospheric conditions. 
If it should be found that the Alaska’s lifeboats 
were defective and if it should be established that 
the crew manned the boats clumsily, these conditions, 
too, should be investigated and the full truth be made 
known. 
These inquiries would be futile if they did 
not lead to better precautions for the safety of those 
who travel the seas.
